The Stethoscope Enables 
The Doctor to Determine 
Many Things—Good and 
Bad—About His Patient 


A WEEK ago several columns 
were devoted to answering 
questions proposed by anxious 
patietts about certain phases of 
behavior shown by both big and 
esa little folks. 
a This time the 
questions 
take another 
slant, for 
many folks 
want to know 
why the doc- 
ter does some 
of his queer 
stunts. Many 
times, when 
I have stuck 
my _ stetho- 
scope tubes 
into my ears 
and _ placed 
the other end 
on a bhild’s chest I have had the 
chi'd look up to its mother and 
say. ‘Mother, why does he do 
that?” 

Same grown people may _ be 
asling the semc question. I dare 
say if they cculd take that same 
instrumeuat arid place it the same 
way, they would hear strange 
things, but would nct- know what 
trey ifieart. Ycur doctor has had 
years of training in school and 
in the piek room, ich have 
iaught him what each sound 
means and whet a combination 
of sounds meens. 

He applies his stetuoscope to 
his ears and your chest, He could 
place one ear there and hear 
muca,. but this instrument has 
two efids that fit irto his ear 
canals. and are attached to tubes 
running to the other end. They 
exd im a small funnel shaped 
cone.ot in a disk fitted with a 
digphram like the one in your 
telephone receiver. It does not 
require. him to stoop over, and 
with it, by applying the disk over 
any. .desired section. external 
sduads are shut out and he can

beais, notes how regulariy 
each chamber contracts; he hears 
the sounds as the valves open 
and. close and can determine very 
accurately as he places the bell 
or disk over each valve, whether 
the opening is too large or too 
small and whether the edges are 
rough or smooth. 

He moves his instrument over 
various ,areas of the lungs. He 
can hear the sound of the air 
passing in and out of the lungs 
as you breathe, and can distin- 
guish any change of sound pitch 
asthe air passes along the bron- 
chia] tubes.

After we have listened to the 
patient’s natural breathing, we 
request him to breathe deeply,

UST because the weather is 
chilly and you. can no longer

If there is 
an indoor 
swimming 
pool in your 
city, of course 
you can take 
advantage of 
this other 
beneficial 
sport.

It exercises the entire body, 
speeds up the circulation and 
makes for muscle co-ordination 
and rhythm. Your motions at 
first may be self-conscious and 
jerky. but afier awhile they will 

e efiortless and smooth. 

If, for some reason or other, 
your outdoor exercise must be 
limited to a daily hike, then go 
through a brief exercise routine 


twice daily. Try to select those 
that call into play the muscles in 
the region where the unwanted 
fat tends to accumulate. These 
exercises can really be fun if you 
select the right ones and go about 
them with enthusiasm. 


The exercises that are gaining 
in popularity right now are the 
“path towel” exercises introduced 
by the clever young New Yorker, 
Dorothy Nye.
